Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 
Awarded 

On the 13th February, 1988, ground 0800 hours, Station 
House Officer, Police Station Malout Sadar, came to the 
Headquarters of 86 Battalion, Central Rcsearvc Police Force 
and asked for two sections for raids and searches in some 
suspected hide-outs of Ratta Tibba and Raniwala Villages, 
Two sections of 86 Battalion comprising of Naik Balbir 
Singh, 2 Lance Naiks and 12 Constables (including Cons¬ 
table Mord. Hanif) under the command of Sub-Inspector 
Gurdial Singh of Punjab Police were detailed for search. 

The party reached village Ratta Tibba and searched some 
houses but nothing positive was found. The party then 
reached village Raniwala around 1000 hours, they searched 
a few houses and finally came to the house of one Ranjit 
Singh, who had links with All India Sikh Students Federation. 
He was earlier apprehended but was released on the assurance 
of the village Sarpanch- Sub-Inspector Gurdial Singh 
suspected presence of some bad elements in the house. They 
cordoned the house and covered all possible escape routes. 
Shri Gurdial Singh alongwith 3 Central Reserve Police Force 
Constables, asked the inmates to open the door but finding 
no response from inside, the police party broke open the 
door and entered the house'. On seeing the police, the ter¬ 
rorists opened fire and all the 3 Constables received bullet 
injuries. They immediately took posh ions and returned tho 
fire. Meanwhile the other Central Reserve Police Force 
personnel deployed all around also returned the fire. The 
firing by the police party was quite effective and as a result 
the terrorists had to run out of the house for safety, while 
firing on all directions from their sophisticated weapons. 
During the exchange of lire, 3 suspected terrorists crossed 
over to the adjoining house and ran through the narrow 
lanes. One of the terrorists took over against a wall and 
gave cover-fire from his AK-47 rifle and helped the terrorists 
to escape. 

The fleeing terrorists were noticed by Constable Mohd. 
Hanif; who immediately opened fire on them and injured one 
terrorist. He chased the terrorists and simultaneously fired 
on them. Anticipating danger from Constable Hanif, who 
was about to catch them, one of the terrorists took position 
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and fired on the Constable. Two bullets hit Constable 
Mohd, Hanif which proved fatal. 

At the same time Sub Inspector Gurdial Singh and Naik 
Balbir Singh cordoned the terrorists, who had taken cover 
against a wail. Naik Balbir Singh crawled at the risk of 
his life and reached a point from where he could see the 
terrorist hiding behind the wall. When the terrorist got up 
to fire on the police party, Naik Balbir Singh with utmost 
alertness fired at the terrorist killing him on the spot. The 
dead terrorist was later identified as Jagraj Singh alias Raju, 
who was involved In many killings and heinous crimes. 

In this encounter Shri Balbir Singh, Naik and Shri Mohd. 
Hanif, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a High order.

Cta the 30th October, 1987, at 1155 hours, armed extre¬ 
mists committed a robberv in the Branch of the Punjab 
National Bank, Bakhshiwal village.

The information 
about the robbery was received at Jaura Chhitran post at 
about 1200 hours which was immediately passed on to the 
Company Head-quarters Quila Nathu Singh and Battalion 
Tac Headquarters. The Deputy Commandant, alongwith 
Lance Naik Prem Singh, five Constables and one Constable/ 
Driver rushed towards village Bakhshiwal In a Jeep.

He immediately rushed to 
Special Armed Force post Bheji and collected the available 
force consisting of 2 Head Constables and 10 Constables and 
travelled by the same bus towards the suspected area. He 
divided the force into two parties with a view to encircle the 
area and intercept the naxalite gang. 

As the party led by the Head Constable was trying to as¬ 
certain some movement of Naxalites from the nearby huts, 
the Naxalite Dalam members, who happened to be In the 
vicinity, threw torch-light on the police party and opened 
indiscriminate firing. While other members of the police 
party took positions to return the fire on the Naxalites, Cons¬ 
table Govardhan Muriya, who was on the extreme left, kept 
him cool and moved forward in order to cover the escape 
route of the gang. He also noticed that an armed Naxalite, 
while firing towards the police party, was trying to retreat 
into the nearby jungle. On seeing this. Constable Govardhan 
Muriya immediately jumped upon the Naxalite in a bid to 
physically over-power him. The Naxalite seeing the danger, 
attacked the Constable and hit him with the riflle butt. Ins¬ 
pite of severe Irutf blow on his body, the Constable caught 
hold of the naxalite. who could not Are from his rifle. In 
the scuffle the Naxalite could not secure his release, but later 
on succumbed to the bullet injury which he had received 
during the early part of the encounter. The dead Naxalite 
was later identified as Yeranna, the leader of the gang. One 
.303 rifle with one live cartridge was recovered from the dead 
Naxalite. 

In this incident, Shri Govardhan Muriya, Constable dis¬ 
played conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order.

On the 27th May, 1987, on receipt of information about 
the movement of dreaded terrorists in the area of village 
Balpurain. Police Station Bntala Sadar. a patrol party of the 
1st Battalion of the Border Security Force under the com¬ 
mand of Inspector Gurdip Singh, was sent along the most 
threatened areas of link roads of Bnsarpur, Nathowal and 
Ptiriakalan. 

When the patrol party was moving in the area, they heard 
some noise coming from the road-bend between village puria- 
kalan and village Nathowal, Inspector Gurdip Singh, after 
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a quic-k assessment of the situation tactically deployed his 
men on the ground by laying an ambush near the road-bend. 
He positioned himself near the culvert, so that he could 
observed the movements of the terrorists. As soon as the 
leading extremist reached near the culvert. Inspector Gurdip 
Singh challenged him to stop and surrender. The leading 
extremist responded with a shot from his personal weapon. 
Inspector Gurdip Singh immediately fired at the very sight of 
the flash of the extremists fire. Simultaneously, he ordered 
one of the Constables to open automatic fire with his FALL- 
Riflc. The extrtlinists took cover behind a nearby band and 
returned the lire. While heavy fire was being exchanged, 
Inspector Gurdip Singh suspected that extremists might at¬ 
tempt to escape. He decided to seize the initiative from them 
and ordered Head Constable and the Constable lo continue 
firing in order to pin-down the extremists in their position. 
He alongwith one l.ancc Naik and two Constables decided to 
encircle the extremists to ensure their surrender or elimina¬ 
tion. It was a superb and highly intelligent but dangerous 
move as bullets were flying all over the area. The extremists, 
apprehending the move, opened fire with all the resources 
available with them, in a bid to escape, Thcv also lobbed 
a, hand grenade at the ambush site in Older to contain the 
police party and to make n safe escape, ft was due to the 
altcrtness and quick action that Inspector Gurdip Singh 
detected the sound of a striker and the dropping of a hand 
grenade by extremists on them. He immediately ordered his 
men to lay on the ground, In a flash, the hand grenade 
exploded a few yards away from Inspector Gurdip Singh and 
the shnrpuncl grazed his turban. Unmindful of the dangers 
ahead, Inspector Gurdip Singh continued the chase as the 
extermists while withdrawing from the bund kept on firing 
In view- of the approaching sunset, he abandoned the chase 
and cordoned the area for search. During the search, they 
recovered the dead body of an, extermist, who wan Inter iden 
tilled as Mastan Singh. He was involved in a niinicr of 
criminal cases. Large quantity of arms and ammunition 
were also recovered from the rite. 

Tn this incident, Shri Gurdip Singh, Inspector, displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage, leadership and devotion to 
duty nl' a high order.
